F racing Tuberculosis 


Origin Can be Easily Traced by Keep- 
ing Records 

By marking hogs and keeping rec- 
ords of their source until they have 
been slaughtered in the packing 
plants it is possible to find the farms 
on which tuberculous hogs originated. 
The use of this system has helped to 
find. many herds of diseased cattle, 
for the hogs usually get tuberculosis 
from cattle. However, it sometimes 
happens that no tuberculosis is found 
among the cattle on farms from which 
tuberculous hogs have been shipped. 
In these cases evidence has been 
found indicating that the hogs prob- 
ably became infected from poultry. It 
is believed that in a large percentage 
of the cases where hogs are infected

The phrase, “The Friendly Arctic,” 
which is the title of Vilhjalmur Stef- 
anssoh’s new book, is in itself a chal- 
lenge and a defence for the rigors of 
the north which most people of the 
world fear and dread..

“World’s Work” presents the case for 
a cold climate, and says the world has 
frequently extended its | habitable 
regions, and notably in the case of 
Canada itself. 

“We are conquering the difficulties 
of the north:faster as time goes on,” 
he writes. “It was more than a 
thousand years from the time when 
the-Romans-thought that_no_civiliza- 
tion could exist north of the ‘Alps un- 
til. the civilization north of the Alps 
was really on-a par with that_of Italy. 
But it was only a century from the 
time when Benjamin Franklin thought 
that the little island of Gaudeloupe 
was worth more than all of Canada 
until the time when. second-rate cities 
in Canada had become more import- 
ant than the whole island of Guade- 
loupe. By anology we may expect 
that it will require only -a-decade-or 
two for the same progress. in knowl- 
edge and revolution in sentiment with 
regard to the northern prairies that 
are still called ‘Barren Grounds’ and 
are still supposed to be worthless.”
